The trouble is that
too much importance is given to women who do not go on the stage to
become actresses, but to use the stage as a eloak to cover the real life
they lead, the life that started by defying parental and all other disci:
pline, the life that will not admit discipline in any shape or for.
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It is high time that the best engi-
neering skill to be bhad be employed
by the City of Astoria, in the making
and fixing of her future levels.
